But it lb not the careless and Ig- 
norant alone who olog up the postal 
machinery and causo the letter men to 
give way at Hmes to an Inclination to 
use words of lurid tinge and emphatic 
meaning. There Is a vast and growing 
army of cranks who seem to live only 
for the purpose of using the mails In 
their own peculiar Idlof-c way. In the 
operations of some of these there Is n 
studied licndlshness "that would sug- 
gest a gigantic conspiracy 
to drive 


postal clerks to an Insane, asylum. 
In ihe first place, there Is the puzzle 
crank, who Imagines that a two-cent 
stamp gives him the privilege ol dis- 
playing, at the expense, ot the postal 
officials, his marvellous powers as an 
enigma-maker.
